REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
considered allowable over the prior art because as amended claims require a 
homogenous blend comprising the basic medicine, acidic polysaccharide and a filler, a 
binding agent or disintegrant or both a filler and a disintegrant. The closest prior art of 
record, Tai, teaches microcapsules that comprise a core and a matrix, wherein the core 
may be a mixture of sucralfate and a polymer, and a matrix covering the core that 
comprises a filler and a polymer. There is no teaching in Tai or Matoba et al that would 
motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to include a filler and/or a disintegrant to the core 
composition of Tai. Newly filed IDS (filed on 12/22/090) also has been fully considered 
and does not affect the allowability of instant claims.
